WASHINGTON — The impeachment trial of Presi- 
dent Donald Trump is headed for a pivotal vote Friday 
that will determine whether the Senate hears from wit- 
nesses over allegations that the president pressured 
Ukraine to launch investigations for his own political 


benefit.

Schneithorst’s owners auction remnants of landmark German restaurant

LADUE — Joyce Wallace knew 
she wanted a Schneithorst’s 
menu before the place was gone 
for good. 

Wallace, of Kirkwood, rallied 
a group of friends to the be- 
loved, but now shuttered Ger- 
man restaurant in Ladue as the 


last pieces of the place were on 
display Thursday for an online 
auction. 

Offerings set out in rows 
tagged with yellow stickers 
ranged from the ornate — grand 
velvet chairs, an upside-down 
goose fountain and a bench 
with Bavarian carvings — to the 
mundane, such as paper towel

dispensers and mops. 

The business at 1600 South 
Lindbergh Boulevard was built 
in 1956 by Arthur Schneithorst 
Jr. and was a local institution 
before its last day of business on 
Christmas Eve. 

Owner Jim Schneithorst Jr. 
plans to redevelop the property, 
tearing down the building with 


its distinctive German facade 
and clock tower to extend nearby 
retail shops and office space. 
But for longtime customers 
like Wallace, the goal Thursday 
was to get a keepsake of the res- 
taurant she’s been visiting for 
decades.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo. — In 
February 2015, with the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
considering whether to approve 
a new Monsanto weedkiller an- 
ticipated to be sprayed on tens of 
millions of acres of crops, many 
researchers wanted to see how 
the herbicide would work in the 
field. 

University researchers had 
been requesting the tests in or- 
der to ease farmers’ fears about 
crop damage, and Monsanto sci- 
entists wanted to conduct tests 
to help draft recommendations 
for farmers who would use the 
pesticide. 

But knowing federal regula- 
tors were paying attention to 
the new weedkiller’s potential 
to contaminate other fields, the 
company decided to “pull back” 
on testing to allow dicamba to 
have a “clean slate,” according to 
an email from Dr. Tina Bhakta, 
who, in her role as global chem- 
istry expansion lead for Mon- 
santo, was responsible for ob- 
taining EPA registration for the 
weedkiller.

LONDON — Brexit Day, or

For the rest of 2020, free trade

City officials said last year that the 
program would begin this spring. 

Officials also said at the time 
that they hoped to open program 
centers in three neighborhoods 
burdened by violence.
